Hockey stick assault tilmed and put on internet

THE mother of a teenage boy 
who was set upon with a hock¬ 
ey stick by a gang in a filmed 
attack has blasted police for 
“failing to do anything” to 
solve the crime. 

Jamie Doran, 15, still has 
to face two of his 10 attackers 
every day at school and claims 
he has been told that they’re 
“out to get him”. 

The Year 11 student has been 
living in fear since he was as¬ 
saulted by the teenagers who 
captured their actions on cam¬ 
era, and later uploaded the 
video on to the internet. 

Jamie had been planning to 
go out with friends near his 
house in Newmarket when the 
bullies cornered him at around 
6pm on August 12. 

He was forced to fight one 
of them and was told if he left, 
or if his friends helped him, it 
would be much worse. 

After reluctantly having a 
one-on-one scuffle, he tried 



to leave, but the group chased 
him across a field, near to his 
school, the Newmarket Acad¬ 
emy 

His disabled mother, Karen 
Doran, 34, who suffers from fi¬ 
bromyalgia, was unable to pick 
him up, and he had to walk 20 
minutes home alone. 

Karen said: “He acts like it 
doesn’t affect him, but it has. 
Mentally he is quite different. 
He won’t admit it, but it defi¬ 


nitely has messed him up.” 

The group were eventually 
pulled off Jamie when onlook¬ 
ers came to his aid. The assault 
left him covered in bruises. 

The crime was reported to 
Suffolk police on August 21, 
and since then Karen says the 
police’s response has been 
minimal. 

She said: “He has not even 
had victim support. These kids 
need dealing with, because 
at the moment they have got 
away with it.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
police said: “Police were con¬ 
tacted on August 21 about an 
incident that had occurred on 
August 12. Officers have made 
a number of enquiries and 
have identified those involved. 
Work is ongoing with the 
school to progress the matter.”

Stroke man in 
bid to get work

A MILDENHALL father-of- 
two who was told he would 
never live an independent 
life after suffering a stroke 
and aneurysm at 36 is fund¬ 
raising to get back into work. 

Gary Watt, now 39, was 
found collapsed at his home 
by a friend in March, 2013. 

After the friend and his 
parents failed to rouse him, 
Gary was rushed to West Suf¬ 
folk Hospital, where he re¬ 
mained unconscious for two 
weeks. 

When he woke up, hav¬ 
ing been transferred to Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital, Gary 
couldn’t remember anything 
after the previous Christmas, 
and could barely move the 
left side of his body. 

Doctors told him he had 
suffered a stroke and an an¬ 
eurysm caused by a virus in 
his heart called endocardi¬ 
tis. The virus had caused a 
growth on his heart, a piece 
of which had broken off and 
travelled to his brain. 

Gary had an operation on

his brain at Addenbrooke’s 
and three on his heart at Pap- 
worth Hospital. 

He then had to undergo 
nine months of rehabilita¬ 
tion, learning to walk and 
talk again after the brain 
damage he had suffered. 

Before Gary collapsed, he 
had been slightly ill for rea¬ 
sons people didn’t under¬ 
stand, but had been living a 
full life. 

He had a 4-year-old son 
and worked as an IT infra¬ 
structure technician in Saw- 
ston, travelling for work as 
far as Hong Kong. 

“It took some getting used 
to, just trying to understand 
and come to terms with it 
all,” he said. 

And his recovery has de¬ 
fied the odds. 

“They told my parents that 
if I survived at ^11 was going 
to be in a wheelchair for the 


rest of my life,” he said. “I was 
in a walking frame before I 
left Addenbrooke’s, I was on 
a walking stick before I left 
Papworth. 

“They said I could never 
live an independent life, but 
I’ve got a fiancee and I am fa¬ 
ther to a little girl [1-year-old 
Charlotte].” 

Now Gary has decided the 
time is right to start working 
again. 

“I have always wanted to 
get back into work,” he said. 
“It’s the one thing I have not 
be able to do.” 

He has chosen a self-em¬ 
ployed route as he needs 
regular rest and is not able to 
drive. 

He is hoping to use his 
background in IT to set up a 
3D printing business - but he 
needs to raise money to buy 
the printers. He has already 
invested the money he has in 
buying artwork to print.

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INQUEST 

Serviceman, 20, died after losing control of his motorbike 


AN American airman from RAF 
Lakenheath died after losing 
control of his motorbike, an 
inquest has heard. 

Darren Phillips was just 20 years 
old when he died on October 2, 
last year, after an accident at the 


Fiveways roundabout on the All. 

The inquest on Monday heard 
that eyewitnesses saw his red 
motorbike wobbling before 
careering into the path of oncoming 
traffic. 

One eyewitness who was sitting 


in a Little Chef by the side of the 
road described seeing a flash and 
hearing a "loud explosion." 

Mr Phillips was still alive after 
the accident, but died from internal 
bleeding after undergoing surgery 
at Addenbrooke's Hospital in 


Cambridge. 

Assistant coroner Nigel Parsley 
said: "It's very tragic when a 
serviceman who is serving his 
country and also supporting ours 
loses his life in an instance such as 
this." 


Students win 
Shakespeare 
competition 

STUDENTS from Soham have 
been crowned the winners of 
an innovative Shakespeare 
competition.

School and 
charity share 
£20k grant 

GRANTS totalling nearly 
£20,000 have been awarded to 
a primary school and a charity 
in the Newmarket area. 

Kennett Primary School and 
Pos+Ability have both received 
the grants from the Big Lottery 
Fund. 

Kennett Primary will be using 
the £9,930 grant it has received 
to increase the level of physical 
activity its pupils do, as well 
improve their skills and self- 
confidence. 

The school will do this by 
funding activities including 
physical activity, healthy 
eating sessions, trips and team 
building exercises in a scheme 
called Kennett Can Now Get 
Active. 

Pos+Ability, a charity for 
people with neurological 
illnesses such as Parkinson's 
and muscular dystrophy, has 
been given £10,000.

These will enable the charity 
to provide opportunities for 
rehabilitation in new locations. 

The school and charity 
are two of 47 organisations 
across the East of England to 
be been given grants totalling 
£1.4million.

Rail crossing 
‘not a danger’ 


OPPOSITION is mounting 
against proposals to close a 
pedestrian level crossing in 
Newmarket. 

Network Rail bosses want 
to close the Weatherby cross¬ 
ing, located off Cricket Field 
Road, as part of their plans 
to shut or adapt around 130 
other pedestrian level cross¬ 
ings across Cambridgeshire, 
Suffolk and Essex. 

Network Rail says the 
crossing is among the top 10 
“riskiest footpath crossings” 
on the Anglia Route. 

But many local residents 
disagree and among those 
who have objected to the 
closure is Newmarket Town 
Football Club. 

Club secretary, Graham 
Edwards, said: “I use this 
crossing on a regular basis 
and many of our players, 
supporters and staff also use 
it to access our stadium on a 
daily basis. 

“Sadly Network Rail car¬ 
ried out their surveys of the 
number of people using this 
crossing outside of the regu¬ 
lar football season and we 
seriously question whether 
their statistics fully reflect

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the number of people using 
this particular crossing. 

“We are very concerned 
about the effects of the clo¬ 
sure on our club. We are 
particularly worried that the 
proposed alternative route 
along New Cheveley Road 
is far too long for some of 
our elderly supporters and 
much too dangerous for our 
younger players who come 
by bicycle. 

“New Cheveley Road car¬ 
ries a lot of fast moving traf¬ 
fic and it is not suitable for 
young cyclists who are cur¬ 
rently able to use safe and 
quiet backstreets to come to 
our stadium.” 

Network Rail says there 
have been three fatalities at 
the Weatherby crossing since 
2010, but the football club 
says Network Rail is “exag¬ 
gerating” the dangers of the 
crossing. 

Mr Edwards said: “The 
dangers of using this cross¬ 
ing have been exaggerated 
by Network Rail. There has 


only been one casualty here 
in the last five years and that 
sadly was a suicide and not 
an accident. 

“It’s far less dangerous to 
cross this railway line than 
many of the main roads in 
Newmarket. There are very 
few trains using this line 
compared to thousands of 
cars driving through the 
town every day.” 

A Network Rail spokesman 
said: “There have been seven 
near misses at this cross¬ 
ing since 2006, and three 
fatalities since 2010, putting 
it in the top 10 riskiest foot¬ 
path crossings on the Anglia 
route. 

“We are currently con¬ 
sulting with the public and 
stakeholders on proposals to 
close the crossing and once 
the consultation period has 
ended we will provide an up¬ 
date. 

“Where possible we are 
proposing suitable diver¬ 
sionary routes.”

JUSTICE 

Cases switched 
as court shuts 


NEWMARKET’S nearest 
magistrates’ court closed 
last week - but some cases 
from the town will now be 
heard in Cambridge. 

The last listings at the 
Bury St Edmunds Magis¬ 
trates Court , which was 
earmarked for closure in 
July, took place on October 
5. 

Some criminal cases from 
Newmarket will now be 
heard in Ipswich - a round 
trip of more than 80 miles. 

It was initially announced 
that all work from Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court would be moved to 
Ipswich Magistrates’ Court. 

But the Ministry of Jus¬ 
tice confirmed on Monday 
that civil and family cases 
from the Newmarket area 
will now be heard in Cam¬ 
bridge, meaning a far sim¬ 
pler journey for Newmarket 
residents. 

MPs including West Suf¬ 
folk’s Matthew Hancock and 
Suffolk’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more say that an alternative

system for access to justice 
in West Suffolk is needed. 

Mr Passmore said about 
the closure: “It’s a regretta¬ 
ble decision and not good 
news for Suffolk as a whole.’’ 

He is set to meet with the 
courts minister and MPs Jo 
Churchill and Peter Aldous 
on October 20 to ask for a 
six-month stay of execution 
on the closure. 

This would allow time for 
alternative arrangements - 
which could include video 
links or “pop-up courts’’ - to 
be found. 

Mr Passmore said: “What 
we will be doing is press¬ 
ing him for the opportunity 
to draw up plans for alter¬ 
native provision for a new 
system of summary justice 
across the county. 

“All we want to know is if 
we come up with plans and 
they are workable that they 
will be considered prop¬ 
erly.’’ 


Mr Hancock added: 
“What we must do is make 
the best use of technology, 
via video links and other 
methods, to ensure a mod¬ 
ern, fair and accessible sys¬ 
tem for the future adminis¬ 
tration of justice.’’ 

The Ministry of Justice 
says that closing courts 
across the country will save 
£40million, which can be 
reinvested in the justice 
system. 

An HM Courts and Tribu¬ 
nals Service spokesperson 
said: “We have a world¬ 
leading legal system and 
are investing over £700 mil¬ 
lion to reform and digitise 
our courts to deliver swifter 
justice. 

“Closing underused and 
dilapidated court build¬ 
ings will allow us to rein¬ 
vest in the justice system 
and make the best use of 
technology. This will im¬ 
prove access to justice and 
improve the experience for 
all court users, in particular 
vulnerable victims and wit¬ 
nesses.’’

Injured footballers say 
thank you for support

THE two footballers who were 
injured in a hit-and-run acci¬ 
dent in Dullingham Road, near 
Newmarket, have said they want 
to extend a “massive” thank you 
to everyone for their kind words 
and support. 

That was the message from 
friends Shaun Whiter and joey 
Abbs as they spoke to the News 
at Sunday’s Football Family Day 
fundraiser organised by Cam¬ 
bridge United. 

Thousands of pounds have 
already been raised to aid the 
pair’s recovery with even more 
expected to roll in from the 
event, which included a football 
tournament followed by a char¬ 
ity auction. 

Shaun, 27, who was a centre- 
midfielder for Newmarket Town, 
was forced to have both his 
legs amputated following 
luly’s accident but said it was 
“absolutely amazing” to see so 
many people had turned out 
for the event. 

He said: “It’s a great day. It’s 
good to see friends - friends 
from old, friends from new. It

- its community and how pos¬ 
itive it is. 

“It’s only been three months. 
We are learning every day - we 
have got to learn how to do 
things differently but the sup¬ 
port from Cambridge United 
has been absolutely amazing.” 

Shaun said his message to 
the public would simply be 
a “massive thank you”, adding: 
“It’s just saying thank you to 
everyone that we can’t say thank 
you to every day.” 

And it wasn’t just people from 
the area who rallied behind the 
duo, with a number of high pro¬ 
file football stars donating piec¬ 
es of signed kit to help with the 
auction. 

Barcelona ace Lionel Messi 
was among those who donated a 


signed shirt, as did Real Madrid’s

The auction also had a pair of 
signed Theo Walcott boots up 
for grabs, as well as signed Liv¬ 
erpool, Chelsea, West Ham, Ar¬ 
senal, Tottenham and England 
shirts.

Mum’s plea over 
missing airman

THE mother of missing air¬ 
man Corrie McKeague claims 
there was “third party involve¬ 
ment” in her son’s disappear¬ 
ance. 

Nicola Urquhart, who is 
herself a police officer, says 
police believe the 23-year-old 
RAF Honington man is no 
longer in Bury St Edmunds, 
where he was last seen, and 
did not leave on foot. 

She posted on Facebook on 
Sunday: “Police are confident 
Corrie is not stiU in Bury and 
has not left on foot. 

“This can only mean there 
is third party involvement, 
there is just no evidence so far 
to prove criminality.” 

Suffolk police say that they 
have no evidence of third- 
party involvement or that a 
crime has been committed. 

Corrie was last seen at 
3.24am in Brentgovel Street, 
Bury St Edmunds, on Satur¬ 
day, September 24. 

His phone has been traced 
using data to Barton Mills but 
it has not been tracked down. 

The phone is a Nokia Lumia

435 in a black PVC case which 
is frayed around the edges. 

Police continued searches 
around the AllOl yesterday. 
They say they have also been 
liaising with national experts 
to make sure they are doing 
everything they can. 

Corrie’s family and police 
are asking anyone who might 
have information about the 
airman’s disappearance to 
come forward. 

Nicola told the News on Fri¬ 
day that she did not believe 
terrorism was involved. 

She said: “Terrorists don’t 


take people and hide them. 
They shout about it.” 

Corrie is thought to have 
been wearing a pink shirt, 
and white trousers the night 
he disappeared. He speaks 
with a Scottish accent and his 
family say he is outgoing and 
would go up to people to chat.

Abuse charges 
drop by 37% 


DOMESTIC violence pros¬ 
ecutions in Suffolk have 
dropped by 37 per cent in the 
first half of 2016 compared to 
the same period last year. 

The figures, released after 
a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest from lawyers Simpson 
Millar, reveal that between 
December 29, 2015, and 
June 30, 2016, Suffolk police 
charged 403 people with do¬ 
mestic violence offences. 

This compares with 642 
people charged over the 
same period the previous 
year. 

Simpson Millar’s head of 
family services Emma Pear- 
maine, who is chairwoman 
of domestic violence charity 
Corporate Alliance, said she 
had fears the drop could be 
related to under-reporting. 

She said: “For several years 
we have seen a steady rise 
in domestic violence pros¬ 
ecutions which was largely 
attributed to an increase 
in public awareness and a 
change in the attitude within 
police forces to pro-actively

tackle these cases. It is rather 
idealistic or hopeful to as¬ 
sume that we are witnessing 
a society-wide fall in instanc¬ 
es of domestic violence, re¬ 
gardless of how much I wish 
that was true.” 

But Suffolk police’s Detec¬ 
tive Superintendant Dave 
Cutler pointed to Crown 
Prosecution Service figures 
which show that the number 
of domestic violence pros¬ 
ecutions in Suffolk between 
April, 2015, and March, 2016, 
was 850. This compares with 
854 for the same period 
2014/15. 

He said 83.8 per cent of 
domestic violence cases in 
Suffolk were prosecuted, 
compared to a national aver¬ 
age of 74.6 per cent. He said 
the force worked closely with 
partner agencies to provide 
support whether or not the 
victim pursued a court case. 

He added: “Our response 


to domestic abuse incidents 
was recognised by Her Maj¬ 
esty’s Inspectorate of Con¬ 
stabulary (HMIC) and we 
continue to work to encour¬ 
age victims to come forward 
to speak to us. 

“The constabulary has a 
dedicated team of domestic 
abuse specialists, based at 
locations across the county 
who are trained in this sen¬ 
sitive area of crime. In addi¬ 
tion to this, more than 800 
officers across Suffolk re¬ 
cently had specialist training 
to deal with incidents, and 
tackling domestic abuse re¬ 
mains a priority for the con¬ 
stabulary.” 

Suffolk’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more said: “I’m not willing 
to put too much into a few 
months of figures, but I un¬ 
derstand people’s concerns. 
Dealing with domestic abuse 
is a huge concern for me.” 

He used his budget to set 
up a county-wide independ¬ 
ent domestic violence advi¬ 
sor service in 2014.

The Motability Scheme provides an 
affordable, worry-free way for people 
with disabilities to lease a car, scooter 
or powered wheelchair in exchange 
for their mobility allowance. 

The Scheme is operated by 
Motability Operations, under 
contract to Motability, a registered 
Charity. 

Cambridge News & Media will be 
hosting the event which takes place 
between 10am and 4pm. Parking 
and admission is £1, but the first 
hour is free. 

Since it was set up on the 
initiative of the government in 1978, 
Motability, the UK's leading car 
scheme for disabled people, has 
provided millions of people with 
affordable, convenient, trouble-free 
motoring through the provision of a 
new car. 

Powered wheelchairs and scooters 
can also be financed through the 
scheme, and Motability's car and 
wheelchair schemes currently 
provide freedom and independence 
to more than 620,000 disabled 
people and their families, across the 
UK. 

The scheme is directed and 
overseen by Motability, a national 
charity which also raises funds and 
provides financial help to customers 
who would otherwise be unable to 
join the Scheme. 


HOW THE MOTABILITY SCHEME 
WORKS 

As a unique and successful 
collaboration of the public and 
private sectors, the Motability 
scheme enables disabled people 
to use their government-funded 
mobility allowances to lease a new 
car, powered wheelchair or scooter. 

By far the most popular option, 
chosen by more than 95 per cent 
of customers is the contract hire 
of a new car, which offers worry 
free motoring at affordable prices. 
Customers can choose a brand 
new car from a selection of more 
than 2,000 models, from the major 
manufacturers, on a three or five- 
ear lease. Insurance, road tax, 
reakdown cover, servicing, tyre 
and windscreen replacement are 
all included in a single monthly 
payment. A similar all-inclusive 
hire plan is available for powered 
wheelchairs and scooters.
